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Tribute to (Late) Thiru K. Lakshminaryanan, Assistant 
Director of MuseuTis(Retd.) 

Dr. R.KannanJ.A.S. * 

. Thiru K. Lakshminarayanan bom on 

06.09.1946 joined theDepartmentofMuseums 
as Assistant Curator in 1968 after eompleting 
M.A.(History) in Pachaiappa’s College, Madras. 
He was promoted as the Curator of the 
Government Museum, Pudukottai and 
subsequently transfered to the Government 
Museum, Salem. He eame baek to the Madras Government Museum 
in 1999 (Government Museum, Chennai) as Curator for Education. 
He was promoted finally as Assistant Director (Technical) in October 
2001. He passed away on 17.8.2004 after a brief illness due to 
Hepatitis B. The illness it was surmised as being due to the 
reappearance of Hepatitis- A that he had in the 1970s as Hepatitis- 
B in 2006. The doctors could not diagnosis any other cause. 

1 was with hun till the last even though he retired on 31.05.2004 
and I handed over charge of the Department of Museums on 
19.6.2004, which I held as Additional Charge of Department of 
Museums in addition to the post of Agricultural Production 
Commissioner and Secretary to Government, Agriculture 
Department, Government of Tamil Nadu from which I was transferred 
as Registrar of Co-operative Societies. 

I used to attend on him during his illness both in his quarters 
and at the hospital whenever time permitted, which was quite 
frequent. 

The qualities of head and heart of Thiru K. 
Lakshminarayanan if described would read like panegyric. Every 
human being has defects but in Lakshminarayanan’s case even if 
there were.any, they were not noticeable. 

His spiritual journey is very interesting. He started as an 
atheist in his student days. He actively campaigned for the DMK 


during the 1967 General Elections. In his last days, he became a 
be'- ever in Hinduism Tnd a Vishnu Sahasranamam cassette rendered 
hy the late Smt. M.S. Suhbulakshmi was played when his body was 
laid in his residence at my instance. 

He had a deep knowledge of Hinduism and Iconography as 
it was his calling, though he was an atheist. I would not be guilty of 
exaggeration if I were to state that from 1999 till 2004 when I was 
closely associated with him, I found him a ready source of knowledge 
on Philosophy, Architecture and Iconography. He was one of the 
greatest scholars of Hindu, Jain and Buddhist Iconographies in the 


When I used to goad him to write books at the frantic pace 
at which administrators are called to deliver the goods, he would 
say that he would relax and write after his retirement. Alas, he did 
not survive retirement by more than a couple of months. At that 
time, I told him that there was no point in having accumulating so 
much knowledge if it was not shared and made available to the world. 

I did not realise that what was the output of those five years 
would be the only output that he would share with the world. In 
retrospect, I am glad that I made him give off his knowledge, which 
I put into British English while questioning him all the time so that the 
output would be of the highest quality. 

He was a Museologist par- excellence. He was a great help 
to me in re-organising the Bronze Gallery with the latest technology. 
Octanorm of Germany type showcases, some patterned on Click of 
England along with Computer Aided Design enabled a massive 
refurbishment and reorganisation within a short period of five months. 
This was a command performance for the 151“ Anniversary 
Celebrations at which the President of India, Dr. A.P.J. Abdul Kalam 
was the chief guest. He worked almost single handed on the new 
gallery. An Exposition on the Progress of Industries and Handicrafts 
of Tamil Nadu which was set up at the instance of the President. 

His Excellency, the President of India Dr. A.P.J. Abdul Kalam 
was also known to him due his association with the Tamil language. 


At the time of 151 ” anniversary. Dr. Kalam took a photo in front of 
the Nataraja ir the Cosmic Diorarna showcas":. He interacted 
personally with Thiru. K. Lakshminarayanan for acouple of minutes. 
But at no point of time did Thiru K. Lakshminarayanan let it be 
known till the moment the President himself talked to him, that he 
knew the President earlier. This was the epitome of humility and 
learning, a hallmark of the true scholar. 

He has written several books from 1999 till 2004. “Salem 
City and an Ethno History” was published in 1999 co-authored 
with two others. A book in Tamil on “oSl^giiari unreuu. air®) 

rfli!)Li5j«OT” (Naik Period Sculptures of Virudhunagar District) was 
written on the occasion of the opening of the Virudhunagar District 
Museum. He was an authority on Jainism. He did much of the 
research work for the two books written jointly by us. He also 
wrote a book “Gaeuii inreuilLffi CffirruaiiLaiiir” (Forts of Salem) in 
Tamil. 

1 still recall when he had put up the skeleton for the book 
‘Manual on the Bronzes in the Government Museum, Chennai’ 
that we would sit in front of the computer at my residence at 10 
O’, Clock in the night correcting and referring for the questions 
that 1 used to ask on the bronzes. The typological descriptions 
and the concepts behind the iconography would take long to 
debate and then be put down in script. Even now, 1 can visualise 
him sitting next to me while 1 sat on the computer typing waya, 
answering my questions referring with several books while 
munching vadas and drinking a cup of tea, which we mutually 
shared brought in by my wife and served by her.

He had a great collection of books which are now in the 
Muhamaden Public Library, No.l, Triplicane High Road, 
Triplicane, Chennai-600 005 to which they were given by his 
closest friend Advocate Mr. Mohammed Sheriff. 

A condolence meeting was held on 30.6.2006 after I 
rejoined the museum on 14.6.2006. An Endowment Lecture in 
his memory was instituted by His Excellency, Thiru. Sumit 
Nakandala, Deputy High Commissioner of Sri Lanka and his 
wife Mrs. Dammika Nakandala in the presence of Thiru 
K.T.Narasimhan, Superintending Archaeologist, Archaeological 
Survey of India. 

He had no desire for money or power. Even those who 
benefited by him and still harmed him, he would forgive. He 
would do them good. This, I came to realise on more than one 
occasion. 

He would be calm and unperturbed in the many situations 
when all those around him were at the height of fluster. 

For his epitaph, I would suggest 

'Herein lies a man who embodied the qualities of 
humility and humanity; he was a realised soul - Svayam 
Siddha’.

CONSERVATION WORKS 


The following works were eirried out in the Chemical 
Conservation and Research Laboratory ; 

Nine bronzes were suitably treated and conserved for the 
Archaeology Section; Two hundred and thirty four silver coins were

SCULPTURE

Introduction 

Bhairava is one of the samhara murtis of Siva. Bhairava is the 
‘"puma rupa” according to the Siva puruna.' Bhairava 
is the controller of Kdsi.^ Vishnudharmottara Puruna 
describes well about£tejirava. Bhairava is one the ugra, 
angry forms of Siva. Dog is the mount, he looks after 
wealths of temples.’ The Silpasastras* and rudra- ■ lajk* JOB 

figured as images like Vatuka, Kala and 
Svarndkarshana Bhairava."" This paper aims at tor 
interpreting newly acquired Bhairava with reference to ^ 

iconography and name of the village. 

Recently, Katpadi taluk had been carved out of the Gudiyatham 
taluk in the Vellore district for administrative reasons. The Katpadi taluk 
has a village name Karasamangalam, which is situated 5 kilo meters west 
of the taluk headquarters Katpadi, on the road to Gudiyatham. A small 
irrigation tank Go’ngudi feeds water to wet lands of the village. To this 
tank freshes run from small hills sprawling north of this village. A few 
years ago when a brick kilner dug mud in the middle of the tank for brick 
work unearthed a stone sculpture of Bhairava. Dr. R. Kannan, Ph.D., 
I.A.S., Commissioner, Departments of Agriculture and Museums, 
Government of Tamil Nadu had allotted this treasure-trove image to the 
Government Museum, Vellore. After enquiries in accordance with the 
Treasure-trove Act of India, the Collector of Vellore district handed over 
the icon to the Government Museum Vellore. Acquired sculpture underwent 
due cleaning and registration before display in the Government Museum, 
Vellore. 

Description 

Karasamangalam Bhairava idol is carved as relief on the surface 
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of a granite slab. Image stands in trioanga pose. Many strands of jatas ot 
Bhairava’sbeai had been suitably done as jatamakuta. However a few 
strands of Jatas on either sides of the jatamakuta, are spread out as 
jatabhara. Bhairava's face is long. Face had been slightly blurred so 
tbe third eye is not conspicuous. Image has four hands. Upper right hand 
holds a damaru whereas lower hand has a staff. His front left hand 
carries a trident diagonally over his left shoulder, while the back band, a 
skull which is not shown clearly. Necklace adorns his chest; earnings, 
bahubandas, bangles on wrists and waist garment has been undoubtedly 
ascertaining the sculpture to the late Pallava era. A dog behind Bhairava 
is chiselled as slim. This animal moves forward its master’s right side. 
Dog’s hip is narrow which informs that the animal is very brisk in its 
activities. Moreover this type of dog raises the question to find out to 
what category this dog belongs. 

A large number of Bhairava images have waist dress. But 
Karasamangalam figure has lower garment covering thighs. 
Svarndkarshana Bhairava's body is yellow in colour. He has four hands 
and eyes. He should be bedecked with yellow dresses. This Bhairava 
endows happiness and masterful authoritativeness. “He should be carrying 
in his hands a vessel filled with gold and precious gems, a chamara and 
tomara and a large sula should be resting upon the shoulder’’.^ According 
to Skandapurana, Bhairava wears rags as garment on the waist (Stella 
Kramrisch in her “The Presence of Shiva” page no.295).' 
Karasamangalam Bhairava’s tomara may have been damaged; 
Chamara is nor represented in this image. He has all other emblems as 
described by T.A. Gopinatha Rao.’ On the basis of these literatures 

may have bestowed all prosperties to his devotees at the period of this 
sculpture was consecrated. People in this area might have expected more 
wealth and power so they worshipped this Svarndkarshana Bhairava. 
Worship of this image continued. Devotees might have faithfully 
worshipped to get blessings from this Bhairava. Anyhow in later age, 
worship of this image had been completely abandoned and finally was 
buried in lake by the nature. The residential area, where this image was 
consecrated, had been christened as Svarndkarshana mangalam. In 
due course the name of this village had been changed as 
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formed into Karasamangalam. Svarna had been dropped. Instead of 
Akarshana, Karasa has been now used. Karasa + Ma ’ngalam is called 
as Karasamangalam. Many such villages have been called after the 
village deities since the medieval period for which epigraphical evidences 
are available. Modem Polur in the Thiruvannamalai was called as Poliyur 
by the name of the village deity. Inscriptions of the Rashtrakuta king 
Kannaradeva and the great Chola king Rajaraja I call as Poliyur. Further, 
Kolar in the Karnataka state was named after the village deity Kolaramma. 
Thimvannamalai is called by the name of the presiding deity of the town 
Annamalai. So also the village where Svarnakarshana Bhairava image 
installed was christened as Svarnakarshana mangalam. The deity now 
changed its place to the Government Museum, Vellore. No other Bhairava 
in any medium has been acquired for the Government Museum, Vellore 
except this Karasama ’ngalam Svarnakarshana Bhairava image. 

Conclusion 

Thus a few towns and villages have been named after the presiding deities 
of the areas. 
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PALUCHCHANI>ALmTHANKARAREljEFWORK 


Jainism was prevalent in South India during the Pallavas and 
even before. It continued in the regime of the Cholas also. The first and 
the second centuries of the Christian era witnessed conversion of natural 
cavern into beds for Jain monks in Tamilnadu'. Those beds can be seen 
in the Arcot districts where small hills are sprawling near the habitation 
sites. Such Jain beds had been recently discovered around Vellore town in 
villages of Sivanathapuram,^ Kilminnal, Narayanavaram BhairavaimalaP. 
In Totti'', a hamlet of Kiranur and Sandaippettai.’ These beds have no 
inscriptions. These caverns are called as Panchanamparai, 
Pandavarpadukkai, and Panchanamadam by local people. 

Cholavandipuram in Tirukkovilur taluk of the Villuppuram dis¬ 
trict, was an important centre for the Jainism in the 10"' Century and 11 
Century A.0.‘ On the hillock known as Andimalai at Cholavandipuram 
relief works of Mahavira, Padmavati, Gommata and Parsvanatha are 
seen’. So also a village named Pallichchandal in the same taluk on the 
northern bank of the Thenpennai river,* is famous for Jains record. 

Jambai, an ancient village was a merchant’s town’, in those days 
is located on the northern bank of the Thenpennai river from Tirukkovilur 
at a distance of 20 kilometres on the north-western direction. Further 5 
kilometres west of Jambai, is Pallichchandal'”, which has been taken for 
this study. During the Chola regime, Pallichchandal was not a village but 
only an endowment area for the Nattarpermpalli." Vanagoppadi nadu'’ 
which comprises the western part of the Tirukkovilur taluk. Southern 
part of the Chengam taluk” and southern part of the Tiruvannamalai 
taluk. Jambai was called as Valaiyur in the Chola period and was a town. 
There was a Jain centre by name Gandaraditaperumpalli in Jambai” But 
now that grand area has been turned as a habitation place and called 
Pallichchandal. West of Jambai village and east of Pallichchandal village 
there is a small hillock. On the top of the hillock a small temple of Ondi 
Aiyyanar is being worshipped by local people. Actually the Ondi Aiyyanar 
temple might have been a Jain shrine for the Jains. But now a few terracotta 
images of Aiyyanar and figures of elephants are found for worship. On

STRUCTURAL COMPONENTS OF 
A PLEASURE GARDEN 


J. MullaiArasu* 


Gardening may be for pleasure or for profit or both. For pleasure 
one ean plan an oranamental or landscape garden and for profit a veg¬ 
etable or a fruit garden. The design of a garden will depend on the purpose 
for which a garden is wanted. Perfect harmony with enviomment should 
be the keynote of a pleasure garden. 

A garden puts one in communion with nature. In creating a plea¬ 
sure garden one sees a place to relax the mind and body. In this process 
the stresses and strains of every day life are eased. The pleasure garden 
requires a large measure ofplanning and skill. A garden needs to be blended 
artistically imparting colour and naturalness to the scene. Imagination and 
creativity are necessary. The general practice is that 25 percent of the area 
is reserved for flowers and plants and remaining 75 percent is for open 
area and other features. Good garden land and a steady source of good 
water are essential for successfully raising any garden, be it landscape or 
ornamental, vegetable or fruit. 

Structural Components 

A beautiful garden can be developed in several different ways. 
Besides plants, some structural components are necessary to the charm 
of a garden.

A museum is a permanent establishment administered in the gen¬ 
eral interest, for the purpose of preserving, studying, enhancing by various 
means and in particular, of exhibiting to the public for its delectation and 
instructive group of objects and specimens of cultural value; artistic, his¬ 
torical, scientific and technological collection, botanical and zoological gar¬ 
dens and aquariums etc. 

Collection of Heritage Materials 

We have various types of heritage materials such as art, culture, 
architecture, science etc. They should be protected if they are in the 
process of deterioration. Unless one collects such objects, they will be 
lost forever. There are various means of collection such as field collection, 
excavation, gift, purchase, confiscation, transfer, loan, exchange, bequests 
etc. What ever may be the method of collection, they should be governed 
by the laws existing in the country. 

Laws Pertaining to Heritage 

Cultural properties are facing a lot of problems in all the coun¬ 
tries. In order to arrest the illicit traffic, theft and vandalism of cultural 
properties different countries have enacted laws. Legislation began to be 


































declared under the Ancient Monuments Preservation Act, 1904 were re¬ 
declared as monuments and archaeological sites of national importance. 

In 1958, with a view of bringing, the Ancient Monuments Preser¬ 
vation Act, 1904 into lines with the consitutional provisions and also to 
conform it with the new developments in the changed situation Ancient 
Monuments and Archaeological Sites and Remains Act, 1958 was enacted 
on August 28“’, 1958. 

In 1965, the Antiquities (Export Control) Amendment Bill, 1965 
was enacted. According to the 1947 Act, the Director General of Ar¬ 
chaeology in India is the final authority to decide whether or not an article 
is an antiquity. But according to the 1965 Bill, this power vested with the 
Director General was transferred to a Board called the Antiquities 
Appelate Board and that its order ‘shall be final’. 

In 1972, the Antiquities and Art Treasures Act, 1972 was passed 
on September 9“', 1972 in order to cope up with the high occurences of 
theft and illicit traffic in antiquities which the Antiquities (Export Control) 
Act, 1947 could not control. Following that, the Antiquities and Art Trea¬ 
sures Rules, 1973 Rule dealt with a term “Art treasures” which are not 
antiquities within the meaning of the same legislation. The Antiquities and 

An ordinance amending certain provisions of the Act was promulgated on 
4th June 1976 and was made into an Act later in the same year without 
effecting any change in the provisions of the Ordinance or incorporating 
any new clause. 

Antiquities which are more than one hundred years and whose 
value is more than ten rupees found under earth is government property. 
As such the finder and the land owner will be suitably compensated. Any 
antiquity with an organisation and individuals should be registered to avoid 
the loss of the antiquities from this country. The resgistration can be had 
with the Registering Officer in each State. 

Conservation is any action taken to increase the life expectancy 
of any object or structure. There are both preventive and interventive 
conservation. Use of strong chemicals slowly given at they may affect 
the antiquities. Only preventive measures are advocated for the protec¬ 
tion of the cultural and artistic materials. 



Conclusion 

H>-Titage is to be preserved by various means. The traditional 
methods can be revised to produce more such objects with the traditional 
craftsmen. The available materials may be preserved in museums. Indi¬ 
viduals may be encouraged to collect and preserve them for posterity and 
not to send them abroad illegally. It is our own responsibility to safeguard 
what ever we have with us. Even if we are not safeguarding them at 
least let us refrain from destroying them unknowingly or knowingly.

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tied in place with the help of a cord in order to maintain the shape ot the 
palm leaves when in storage. These wooden bpards are sometimes painted 
and shaped in to various forms. 

Birch-bark Manuscripts 

Birch-bark is composed on several thin layers of sheets as that of 
paper. Each layer is naturally adhered by gum as well as knots. When 
separated it will be like a tissue paper. It is brown in colour. Organic 
solvents will be able to dissolve the gum. The bark contains about 40% 
cellulose. Salts of salicylic acid are also present. It contains about 10% of 
lignin, which is an unwanted compound as far as the preservation of birch 
bark is concerned. 

The peeled of bark was dried and applied with oil and polished so 
that it is suitable for writing. The inner portion of the bark is used for 
writing. It is cut in to shape, holes were made in the centre to run the 
cords to hold the leaves together and tied after protecting them between 
two wooden covers like that of palm-leaf bundles. The ink used for writing 
on the birch-bark was carbon ink. Writings were done with pen and ink. In 
case of scratching the letters with sharp writing tools thick barks were 
used as such. 

Causes of Deterioration of Paper Manuscripts 

Materials used in the manuscripts and books are paper, board, 
adhesive, leather, cloth for binding cover. Usually they are destroyed due 
to high temperature, humidity, light, biological agents like fungi, insects 
like termites and improper house-keeping. Furthermore, some manuscripts 
deteriorate due to acidic pigments and inks. Verdigris affects paper very 
much and eats away the paper. Ink is converted to dark brown and later 
gets charred. So, we should understand causes of deterioration first: 

• Due to high temperature paper becomes yellow and brown. 

• Fungus grows on paper due to moisture in the manuscripts. 

• Presence of fungi and insects are found due to lack of proper 
ventilation. 

• Light affects the strength and colour of manuscripts. 

• Insects eat away manuscripts. 
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Damages Due to Human Factors 

The Ts, vandalism, carelsssness in the pc -t of staff and users, all¬ 
lead to a loss of palm-leaf manuscripts. 

Protection against Deteriorating Factors 

It is important to know how to protect valuable manuscripts from 
deterioration. It is not only the duty of the government machineries and 
libraries. But it is the duty of all of us. 

Quite often we see that transparent tapes, brown paper strips 
available in the market have been used for repair of manuscripts which 
convert the paper to yellow or brown and bum them in courre in time. We 
should never use pins to join papers as the iron pins becomes msty after 
sometime. So it is necessary to choose right kind of materials. Tom 
manuscripts can be repaired by good quality of thin tissue paper with the 
help of starch paste or carboxy methyl cellulose. 

The material for book-binding or for repair is usually gum or 
adhesive for fixing them. If strong adhesives are used for fixing those 
areas which are not fixed properly will tear first. This happens as the 
actual paper is weak and the adhesive is strong. It also changes the colour 
of the paper and attracts insects. Copper sulphate used as insecticide in 
the paste insect-proof damages paper. It is better to use home-made starch 
paste instead of cheap quality adhesive. 

Light not only fades the colours of the illustrated manuscripts but 
also weakens the paper. Manuscripts should never be exposed to direct 
sunlight or high intensity light. 

High temperature weakens the paper and makes it yellow. 
Manuscripts should therefore be always stored in cool and dry place. 

Dust not only harms the manuscripts but also becomes the seat 
for moisture becoming dirt, which generates fungus. That is why protection 
from dust is veiy important. Storage area of manuscripts should be treated 
once in three months before the start of the new seasons. Slapping with a 
cluster a strictly prohibited for cleaning. First we should take out the books 
from the almyrahs and put them on a white paper on a table and clean out 
slowly by soft flat bmsh or cotton pad from inside to outside. 

Termite, silverfish, cockroach, book beetle are very harmful 
enemies of manuscripts and paper collection. They damage the manuscripts 
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and destroy the whole collection. Their favourite food is gum or paste 
used for binding. To keep them safe, we use insecticides, like naphthalene 
balls by wrapping them in cotton cloth or bag and putting them by the side 
of the manuscripts or under them inside the shelves. Rats bite the rare 
manuscripts or books. Rat trap is beneficial but always change the place 
of rat trap. The bait which is kept inside the trap should be fresh, or else 
rats would not come near the trap. We should also close the holes near the 
window, door and small drainage by using cement and wire mesh. 

Maintenance of Paper Mannscripts 

Besides protection, proper maintenance of manuscripts is important. 
We should also take care of the collection by covering the manuscripts, if 
necessary. Old books may be read by keeping them on book rests. 

Bundling old manuscripts on the floor or keeping them one over 
the other puts pressure on the paper. They also rub against each other so 
the paper gets weakened and breaks into pieces. We should wrap the 
manuscripts in cotton cloth. Colour should be red or yellow as was the 
belief of our fore-fathers. 

Manuscripts which are not bound should be kept in between 
wooden boards. It is better to use good quality wood or hand made alkaline 
board. The alkaline boards will act as a buffer against the acidity. The 
board should be larger than the manuscripts so that the edges of the 
manuscripts are not damaged while handling or tying. 

Care of Documents 

Documents should he kept in hand-made thick alkaline board in a 
folder. These boards are easily available in India. Handmade boards are 
more durable and flexible than cheap quality boards. 

Care of Storage 

Proper storage is veiy important in the preservation of manuscripts 
and books. Manuscripts should not be kept in the open as this can cause 
great loss to manuscripts and also invite dust and dirt. Important manuscripts 
can be kept in specially prepared boxes. We should use good quajity wood 
for almyrah. Cheap wood could be affected by insect much easily. So we 
should use insecticides / repellents for furniture before keeping the 
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To safeguard these valuable manuscripts, documents and books, 

we should be cautious from the enemies of manuscripts and as mentioned 

earlier we should follow the control measures. In this wav we can protect 

our rich heritage and culture. 

Protection of Palm-leaf Manuscripts 

1. When one receives or acquires a manuscript, it should not be kept 
immediately with other manuscripts, because if they are found to be 
infected by fiinge and insects, they will pass on the infection to the 
unaffected manuscripts. It may be cleaned by brushing gently and 
removing any insect larvae that may be noticed. 

2. Wood powder falling out of holes in wooden boards indicates insect 
attack. The boards should be replaced and specialised treatment 
should be given. 

3. Palm-leaves should not be tied in the centre only. 

4. Keep leaves tightly pressed between boards by tying with a cord to 
apply even pressure. 

5. Store the manuscript bundles neatly, if possible in closed racks, boxes 
or cupboards. 

7. Keep important manuscripts in small strong boxes which should be 
the first to be removed to a predetermined safe place in case of an 

8. Handle the leaves gently when turning them over. 

9. Do not mark or underline on the original leaf 

contents of the manuscripts. Instead of the original manuscript, copies 
or microfilms should be made available to the scholars for reference. 
Condition reports should be prepared. 

11. Most of the damage takes place in storage. Regular inspection is a 

concerned authority who must take action to preserve the collection 
and its contents. 

12. Responsibility should be placed on someone to look after the 
manuscripts. 
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How to Protect Manuscripts from Dust and Atmospheric Pollution? 

I. . Dust and atmosphere pollutirn should first o*" all be eliminated b;' 

not having the eolleetion in a dusty or polluted area. 

2. The building should be made dust free by planting grass and trees. 

3. Important collections should be in the inner rooms. 

4. The windows should be closed when possible. 

5. An air curtain could be provided at the entrance. 

6. A series of door mats should be placed along the way to the collection 
room. These mats should be cleaned regularly. 

7. Manuscripts should be kept in closed showcases of boxes. 

8. A distance should be maintained between the visitor and the object. 

9. Room furniture should be cleaned with a damp cloth or vacuum 

10. Do not clean the manuscripts with a vacuum cleaner. 

II. Sweep floors slowly with broom hugging the ground. 

12. The air take in AC plants should be high up and should be in the least 
polluted side of the building e.g. the side not facing the traffic. 

13. For eliminating sulphur dioxide and dust, fine water sprays can be 
used to wash the air before it is brought into the air conditioning 
system. 

14. Manuscripts should he covered when not being used or viewed. 

How to Protect Manuscripts from Light? 

1. Light bulbs inside closed showcases heat and dry up the air causing 
the manuscript to become brittle and break easily. 

2. Manuscripts should be displayed at a light intensity of not more than 
40 lux. The Lux meter should be placed parallel to the displayed 
manuscript. 

3. If the light intensity is higher than 40 lux, bring it down to 40 lux by 
switching off extra lights or by dimming them using a dimmer switch. 
Light intensity can also decreased by mcreasing the distance between 
the light source and the manuscripts on display. 

4. Sunlight and tube light weakens the manuscript as the ultraviolet rays 
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damage the leaves. Block sunlight by closing windows or by putting 
curtains on windows or over objects. 

5. Ultraviolet filters can be put over window panes and tube lights to 
cut off these harmful rays. 

6. Zinc oxide or titanium oxide, which absorbs UV rays, should be used 
to paint the walls and ceilings and the light from fluorescent tubes 
can be reflected off them. 

7. The manuscripts should be covered when they are not viewed by the 
visitors. 

8. Lights should be switched off when there are no visitors seeing the 
manuscripts, or the manuscripts can be covered. 

How to Protect from Insects? 

1. Healthy manuscripts should be kept in closed boxes or cupboards. 

2. Natural insect repellents like neem leaves can be placed along with 
the manuscripts. 

3. Insects in the larva stage eat away the manuscripts. Newly acquired 
manuscripts may contain insect eggs and larvae which will infect the 
healthy collections. Therefore the infected manuscripts or newly 
acquired manuscripts shou Id not be kept with the healthy manuscript 
collection. 

4. It should be ensured that the covers of manuscripts are not insect 
attacked. 

5. Food should not be brought near the collection storage and gallery to 
avoid pest attack. 

6. The red cloth to be used to cover should be made acid free and 
starch free and this should be effected by thorough washing. 

7. Regular inspection of the gallery and storage of the manuscripts 
should be made and if powder formation is noticed, it should be 
immediately reported to the authorities for rectification. 

8. The infested manuscripts should be removed from collection and 
treated separately. 

9. If a fumigation chamber is available with appropriate chemicals the 
insect infestation may be removed with the help of a trained staff in 
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4. Exhaust fans may be used to exiiaust damp air from the room. 

10. V 'et manuscripts should never be drier' under sun but unde.- shade. 

Storage and Display of Manuscripts 

1. Storage area should be well ventilated, lighted and clean. 

2. The manuscripts should be neatly stacked in boxes. 

3. The lowest storage shelf of the stack should be at least 9 inches 
above from the floor level. 

4. There should be space between the wall and the stacks to avoid 
moisture transfer from the wall and to avoid insect attack. 

5. Manuscripts should be aired regularly while inspecting them. 

6. The manuscripts should be well documented for their easy retrieval. 

8. Inflammable materials like paints, chemicals etc., should be kept 
outside the storage room. 

9. Open fire and smoking should be strictly prohibited inside the stor¬ 
age. 

10. Displayed manuscripts should be well supported on a flat storage. 

11. Light, relative humidity, dust, temperamre should be controlled in the 

12. The manuscripts should be changed with other manuscripts to avoid 
fading. 


Workshop for Trainers 

The National Mission for Manuscripts, New Delhi in collaboration 
with the National Museum, New Delhi conducted a workshop for Training 
the Trainers on Preventive Conservation of Manuscripts from 23rd to 
28th August 2004 at the National Museum, New Delhi for the northern 
States. A similar workshop was conducted by the National Mission for 
Manuscripts, New Delhi in collaboration with the Government Museum, 
Chennai from 6th to 11th September 2004. Dr. Sudha Gopalakrishanan 
was the Mission Director. Mr. M.A. Siddique, I.A.S., Administrative 
Director of the Workshop conducted this in Chennai. Dr. J.Raja Mohamad 
was the Technical Director. Dr. V.Jeyaraj was the Workshop Leader and 
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Mr. R.Balasubramanian was the Facilities Leader. Twenty participants 
from Andhra Pradesh (5), Karnataka (4), Kerala (2) and Tamilnadu (9) 
participated in the programme. Experts from all over India handled both 
the theory and practical classes. Participants were taught how to teach 
preventive conservation to the collection in-charge of the manuscripts. 
They were taken to Tamilnadu Archives, Oriental Manuscripts Library 
and museums. They were trained to organize programmes on preventive 
conservation. 


Prevention is better than cure. Therefore, it is always better to 
carry out preventive measures to safeguard the manuscripts. Let us 
preserve the manuscripts under out custody so that they may be preserved 
for posterity.
